+» German dirigible Graf Zeppelin, an- 
nounced at 10:30 o'clock tonight ‘that 
the flight of the Zeppelin to St. Louis 
and Chicago would be postponed until 
after weather reports were received 
tomorrow morning. 

An 18-mile cross-hangar wind in- 
fluenced Dr. LEckener’s decision he 
said. The wind had been expected to 
subside, but the commander said he 
did not expect conditions would im- 
prove tonight. 

“When the weather maps are avail- 
able tomorrow morning,” he. said, “we 
will know better when we may start 
west. I am anxious to take the trip 
over Americas’ midwest.” 

The Zeppelin’s passengers, who had 
been summoned earlier in the evening 
for a takeoff tonight, returned to 
their hotel at Toms River when Dr. 
Eckener said the trip would. be de-; 
layed again. 

Captain Ernst Lehmann, chief pi- 

~ Jot of the aircraft, said the - flight 
would be delayed for 24 hours at least 
and that Dr. Eckener would decide 
tomorrow whether plans for the mid- 
west cruise would be definitely aban- 
doned. 

When the Zeppelin left Germany, 
Captain Lehmann said, it was the in- 
tention of her commander to stay in 
America not more than 14 days. If 
the start of thé return flight is de- 
layed beyond that time, it is feared

to Business Men of 
Whole Country. 


RIDICULES CLAIM. 
OF G. 0. P. LEADERS 


‘Shows Acts Under Wil- 


son Responsible for 
Prosperous Season; No 
Graft Found in Record. 


New York, October 25.—( United 
News.)—An appeal for business men 
of the nation to support Governor Al- 
fred E. Smith and the democratic 
ticket was made tonight by John J. 
Raskob, chairman of the democratic 
national committee and himself one 
of the country’s leading industrialists. 
The speech was broadcast over a na- 
tion-wide radio hookup. 

‘Raskob. who resigned as chairman 
of the finance committee of General 
Motors to take his first part in polli- 
ties as director of the democratic cam- 
paign, spoke in concise, businesslike 
terms, very much as one business map 
addressing other men of similar in- 
terests. He attacked the republican 
claims of prosperity, asserted that 
democrats have contributed largely to 
national stability, claimed that the 
democratic policy on tariff and immi- 
gration was fully as “protective” as 
the republican policy, defied the re- 
publicans to show anything helpful 
they had done for agriculture and con- 
cluded with a plea for modification of 
the prohibition laws as Governor 
Smith has suggested and a eulogy of 
the democratic candidate. 

Why He Is For Smith. 

“T have aligned myself,” Raskob 
said, “with Governor Smith He 
never broke a promise, evaded a re- 
sponsibility, or dodged an issue in his 
life. Sharp practice is an abomina- 
tion to him. He is master of the art 
of political government under the 
forms prescribed in oyr constitution. 
He would not advance an_ illusory 
platform. He tries to secure support 
and advice. He is a _ constructive 
thinker and a man of action. He gets 


results.” 

The democrats were in no small 
wav responsible for the present pros- 
perity of the country, Raskob con- 
tended, citing acts of the Wilson ad- 
ministration as the basis upon which 
the nation’s prosperity rests. 

“Many assert that only republicans 
know anvthing about business,” he 
said. “But a recounting of my own 
recollections of the world war has 
changed that view. The first impor- 
tant act of the democrats was the fed- 
eral reserve law. passed over violent 
republican opposition. Only three re- 
publican senators from states east of 
the Mississippi river voted for the 
law. 

“This law was the financial basis 
of our huge war activities and is in- 
dispensible to modern business. It 
has done more to equalize and stabil- 
ize prosperity than any other govern-

DECLARES SMITH 
S PARTY BOLTER 


“Protestant Speakers 
Who Are on the Stump 
for Smith” Denounced 
in Address in Atlanta. 


Denouncing Governor Al] Smith, of 
New York, as a candidate who obtain- 
ed the democratic nomination “by 
fraud and deception” and declaring 
that the Catholics of America are de- 
termined “to dominate or destroy the 
democratic party,” United States Sen- 
ator J. T. Heflin, of Alabama, deliv- 
ered an anti-Smith speech at the audi-¢ 
torium Thursday night before a crowd 
that filled that building almost to ca- 
pacity. 

Senator Heflin declared that he is 
not conducting any “whispering cam- 
paign’’ against the democratic nomi- 
nee and said he eould state out in the 
open that he would “never vote for a 
Roman Catholie for the presidency of 
the United States.” He also declared 
that Smith had “bolted the democratic 
party "when he sent a “wet telegram” 
to the Houston convention and said he 
had just as soon “put a red fox in 
charge of a poultry yard as to put 
Smith in charge of the prohibition 
laws.” 

Suffers From Cold. 

Suffering from a severe cold Sena- 
tor Heflin could hardly speak above a 


whisper at the beginning of his speech 
but his voice cleared up during the 
address and he was able to talk for 
more than two hours on _ yarious 
phases of the democratic situation in 
the south. 

“Before I would vote for a Roman 
Catholic that ehurch must declare in 
the open that it favors separation of 
church and state; it must declare 
against any union of church and 
state; it musf declare in favor of any 
person -worshiping accerding to the 
dictates of his conscience; it must 
recognize as valid the marriages of the 
Protestant church and must favor the 
free reading of the Bible by every- 
body,” he said.

TO NEW PLANE 


Yankee Doodle Breaks 
Time Mark From New 
York to Pacific Coast by 
an Hour. 


FOURTH ATTEMPT 
IS SUCCESSFUL 


Plane Arrives at Los An- 
geles After Being Out 
of Touch for Many 
Hours. 


Mines Field, Los Angeles, Calif., 
October 25—(/)—Setting a new record 
for a trans-continental non-stop air- 
plane flight from the Atlantic coast 
to the Pacific, the monoplane Yankee 
Doodle arrived here at 2:12 p. m. to- 
day from Roosevelt field, N. Y. 

The official time of the flight as 
announced, was 24 hours and 51 
minutes. The best previous time for 
the westward flight was 26 hours and 
50 minutes, made in 1923, by Lieuten- 
ants John MacReady and Oakley Kel- 
ley. 

The Yankee Doodle hopped off at 
Roosevelt field at 4:16:35 p. m. east- 
ern standard time yesterday. The lit- 
tle cigar-shaped, white winged plane, 
was loaded with 530 gallons of gaso- 
line, just about enough for a 24-hour 
flight, and a check began shortly after 
landing to determine how much of the 
fuel was left. , 

The westward flight covered approx- 
imately the course flown over by Colv- 
nel Arthur Goebel when he piloted his 
plane to a new west-east non-stop 
transcontinental record of 18 hours 
and 55 minutes several weeks ago. 
This course lay over McKeesport, Pa., 
Columbus, Ohio, Indianapolis, Terre 
Haute, Ind.,. Wichita, Kansas, Albu- 
quergue, N. M., and through the San 
Bernardino pass into southern Cali- 
fornia.

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BUILDING I URGED 
FOR MENTAL GASES 


Dr. Kennedy Says Space 
Is Lacking for Psycho- 
pathic Cases at Conta- 
gious Disease Hospital. 


Lack of housing facilities to care 
adequately for more than three ‘men- 
tally affected patients at a time at 
the contageous disease ward was 
pointed out Thursday by Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy, city health officer, who de- 
clared that, contageous cases are. now 
taxing the structure to its utmost 
capacity. 

“Under the laws of the state we 
are forced to maintain the contageous 
disease ward,” Dr. Kennedy pointed 
out, “We could not, if we wished, 
curtail its work. The state depart- 


ment of health has the right to com- 
mandeer space in jails or other places 
of detention adequate to treat those 
afflicted with social diseases. 

“Any more looking towards re- 
trenchment of the work which we are 
now doing at the ward would be met 
immediately with the displeasure of 
the state health department and we 
would. be ordered to treat all pa- 
tients. They must be treated either in 
a hospital ward or in wards set aside 
at  gome place of detention. 

ieve the city and county 
should .make some move to protect 
the psychopathic cases, but we could 
not do it at the expense of curtail- 
ment of activities of the contageous 
disease ward. I think we should have 
a separate building for such cases. It 
is not fair to them to confine mental 
cases with the other patients. 

“A separate ward should be erect- 
ed, where they could have the proper 
care and the proper protection. They 
could not get that where the two 


classes of patients are mixed.” 


Dr: Kennedy’s statement was made 
following a meeting of ‘Mayor I. N. 
Ragsdale and ‘representatives of the 
Atlanta Junior Chamber of Commerce 
in which the mayor promised to bring 
to the attention of council the fact 
that cells provided for psychopathic 
eases have not been utilized to their 
capacity. 

ere are about a dozen mental 
cases now in Fulton tower awaiting 
transfer to the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville, and Dr. Kennedy point- 
ed out it would be impossible to de- 
tain them all at the contageous dis- 
ease ward without additional hous-

SENATOR GEORGE 
DEGLARES SOUTH 
S STILL SOLID 


Speaking to Largest Au- 
dience of Year at Way- 
cross He Tells of G.:O. 


P. Perils. 


Waycross, Ga., October 25.—(/)— If 
the democratic party be defeated by 
the loss of any one southern state in 
this election it will suffer an injury 
from which it will require a quarter 
or a half century to recover, declared 
United States Senator Walter F.

Is Third To Penetrate Dread Devil's Island Jungle e 


Escapes From Dry Guillotine 


20.— 


Caracas, Venezuela, October 
(United. News.)—The thing which 
more than 500 hardened criminals at- 
tempt every year—the almost impos- 
sible escape from Devil's Island colony 
—apparently has been accomplished 
again and this time by one of the most 


notorious French convicts. 

Dr. Pierre Bougrat, sentenced for 
life to the penal colony in French 
Guiana for the brutal and sensational 
murder of a pottery company collector, 
has reached Irapa, a small seaport on 
the Gulf of Paria, according to word 
received here: He was reported of- 
ficially in Paris to have disappeared 
from the colony on September 5, last. 

Two other prisoners were with Dr. 
Bougrat when he escaped into the 
wilderness of jungle which surrounds 
the penal colony. It was not known 
whether they, too,. reached’ safety or 
died in the attempt as many others 
have done. 

The jungle which spreads for miles 
behind. the coastal colony popularly 
known as Devil’s island virtually is 
impenetrable and many convicts who 
succeed in eluding guards are “forced 
to return to the colony by hunger and 
fear of the vast tropical wilderness. 

Dr. Bourgrat, once a_ prominent 
Marseilles physician, was charged with 
murder when the body of his victim 
was found almost by accident. 

Body Found in Closet. 


The body of the doctor’s victim, 
Jacques Rumebe, the collector, was 
found months after the crime concealed 
in a closet in the office of Boagrat. 
The door to the closet had been sealed 
and papered over, 

It had been known that Rumebe 
ealled on Dr. Bougrat shortly before 
he disappeared and that he had a large 
anm of money in his possession at the 
time. 

While the prosecution charged that 
Dr. Bougrat had killel the collector 
for the money, the defense contended 
that Ramebe had. died while being 
treated by the physician and that Dr. 
Bougrat had concealed the body for 


fear that the death would blemish his 
reputation. The prosecutor. showed, 
however, that the doctor's financial af- 
fairs picked up after the disappear- 
ance of Rumebe, ee 

The doctor was convicted and his 
sentence was that which French crim- 
inals dread Anost—life imprisonment 
in the French Guiana penal colony, 
which is known as Devil’s Island be- 
cause one/ part ef the colony bears 
that name. It was upon Devil's island 
that Captain Dreyfus was imprisoned. 


Third to Get Away. 


There are two possible ways of es- 
cape from the colony. , One route is 
secretly to construct a raft or boat 
or to bribe a guard or inhabitant, oi 
the settlement to provide a boat for 
the trip down the river to the coast. 
Although it is not impossible for the 
convicts to aceconrplish the bribery, 
the escape by boat is nearly impossi- 
ble. Rapids and rocks make it neces- 
sary for one of the fleeing convict to 
be skillful in navigation and once out 
to sea there is little chance that the 
convicts will live through the period 
of’ thirst and starvation necessary to 
reach a: friendly port. 

The other route is through the tropi- 
cal jungle which stretches on all sides 
of the colony. Mcny convicts reach 
the thick protection of the forests, 
but few ean make their way through 
to liberty. Disease, fear and hunger 
often drive them back to the settle 
ment voluntarily. 

While a number of men have van- 
ished from the penaf colony, only two 
are actually on record as having es- 
ca and reached civilization. Eu- 
gene Dieudonne, who escaped in 1926 
after years in the colony, followed the 
route through jungles to Brazil. He 
later returned to France and was 
granted a pardon.

Smith as he passed through the many 
cities and towns which line the route 
between Boston and New York. 

Providence, Pawtucket, Hartford 
and a dozen other places turned out 
thousands to add their cheers to those 
the democratic nominee has received 
over thousands of miles of campaign- 
ing between the Atlantic Seaboard 
and the Rockies. 

The demonstration started this 
morning as soon as the governor 
stepped from an elavtor into the lobhy 
of a hotel in: Baston and tonight: it — 
was still going on as the nominee, 
aboard his special train, moved slowly 
into New York. 

Makes Brief Speech. 

A short distance out of Boston, 
the nominee left his train at Blacke 
stone, Mass., and there, after a brief 
speech by Senator David I. Walsh, 
of that state, the governor and his 
party entered automobiles for a 25 
mile ride to the station in Providence, 
across the state line into Rhode Island. 
In each city and town along the route 
he was greeted with the shouts of 
those by the roadsides, the screech of - 
fire sirens, the blare here and there 
of a band and the bursting of tore 


pedoes tossed by youngsters against 
the roadway. 

Overhead, as the automobile carae 
van proceeded into Pawtucket, an aire 
plane with the word “Al Smith” paints 
ed on the bottom of its wings, formed 
a part of the escort. 

At one town along the way, a group 
of children, in single file, paraded 
down the street beating on tin cans. 
At the head of this procession was a 
youngster carrying a picture of the 
csovernor fastened to the top of a 
broomstick.

NEW YORK LABOR 
LEADER ATTACKS 


HOOVER’S RECORD 


New York, October 25.—(4)—John 
Sullivan, president of the New York 
State Federation of Labor, has issued 


a statement charging Herbert Hoover 
with having “an industrial record ab- 
horrent and in contravention of all 
the standards and idealisms of‘ our 
country.” 

He based his statement on allega- 
tions made by James J. O'Brien, a 
structural engineer in Flushing, N. Y., 
who charged that Hoover used slaves 
in India, convicts in Russia and coo- 
lies under inhuman ¢éonditions in 
China on projects under his direction. 

Sullivan said that in the absence of 
any legislative record by Mr. Hoover 
that he must be judged on his personal 
and business attitude toward labor. 
Information furnished him by Mr. 
O’Brien, was that Hoover and his 
brother had been forced in 1913 by 
the British government to dispose of 
stock they held because of employ- 
ment of slaves and that’ they organiz- 
ed a new corporation to continue the 
business in evasion of the law.

old fove—the liquor traffic,” in an-

Mrs, Boole spoke before the state 
convention of the Illinois W. C. T. U., 
expressing what was described as “the 
Ww..c. T. U.’s campaign views on 
Governor Smith.” . 

The national temperance leader be- 
gan her attack on Governor Smith's 
views by asserting that he at no time 
had stated_his opposition “‘to the evils 
that accompanied the liquor traffic 
when it was legalized, when he stated 
his position on prohibition.” 

“In those days he was a friend of 
the saloon, the beneficiary of its po- 
litical influence, and a Jeader against 
all efforts to curb its power and pro- 
tect women and children from its de- 
vastating effects. 

“Now he directs his energies against 
the eighteenth amendment and its en- 
forcement code. He ‘ascribes to the 
law all the evils that are the result 
of its violation,’’ 

Mrs. KJBoole, outlining Governor 
Smith’s plan for state supervision of 
legalized liquor, said “he talks loosely 
when he says he would = safeguard 
against the return of the saloon, for 
the experience in Canada has shown 
that under government control the 
progress is toward greater, not Jess, 
liberty in sale, and that in some of 
the provinces the beer parlor ahd ‘wine 
parlor are already provided for.

To Appoint Commission. 

It was said that a zoning commis- 
sion should be appointed which would 
be composed of business leaders of the 
city, who would serve without pay. 

Rh. W. Torras, of Atlanta, was of 
the opinion that the special work 
necessary for the carrying out of the 
provisions of the zoning system could 
very well be carried out by a member 
of the building inspector's office, “if 
such a man is;javailable and is com- 
petent,” but that such a matter would 
naturally be left within the discretion 
of the city officials.

MEMORIAL TO FOSTER. 


On October 27th there will be! 


unveiled at the source of the stream 
he made famous—Suwanee river— 
a massive granite shaft, weighing 
more than three tons, to the mem- 


ory of Stephen Collins Foster. 


The author of this and other in- 
ternationally known songs was born 
July 4, 1826, in Pittsburgh, Pa. His 
father was from Maryland and his 
mother from Virginia. _ 

It is a coincidence that his birth- 
day was the fiftieth anniversary of 
our independence and on the same 
day and near the same hour when 
Thomas Jefferson and John Adams 
both died. 

He was the youngest of a family 
prominent in the business world. 
His father was a large merchant and 
his elder brother one of the build- 
ers and one of the early vice presi- 
dents of the Pennsylvania railroad. 
His eldest sister, Charlotte, married 
Dr. Buchanan, whose brother was 
President James Buchanan. 

United States Senator Rowan, of 
Kentucky, was a cousin of Mr. Fos- 
ter, and the latter, spending a short 
time at the home of the former at 
Bardstown, Ky., was inspired to 
write “My Old Kentucky Home.” 
Recently the people of Kentucky 
bought this home and dedicated it 
aS a perpetual shrine to the author 
and the song. 


Stephen Collins Foster wrote 


164 songs in his life, of which six 


are classed the greatest southern 
folk songs ever written, and one, 
‘Suwanee River,” recognized by the 
critics as the most world-wide ever 
written, not even excepting the 
Marseilles hymn. 


Those classics most widely known 
today are “Suwanee River,” “My 
Old Kentucky Home,” “Old Black 
Joe,” “Oh, Susanna,” ‘“Massa’s in 
the Cold, Cold Ground,” “Olid 
Ned,” ‘Gentle Annie’ and “Come 
Where My Love Lies Dreaming.” 

Georgia and Pennsylvania come 
together in erecting a memorial to 
the memory of this song writer. 


A granite boulder will be un- 
veiled at Fargo, Ga., on the bank of 
the Suwanee river and near the 
source of that stream.

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A GOOD MOUTH DISINFECTANT 

The childlike faith of some travel- 
ers who, in the public lavatory, not 
only bathe and shave but brush their 


teeth and gargle their throats and 
would probably take other morbid 
treatment if facilities were available, 
make travel uncomfortable for a crab 
like me. I want to utter a mean, 
sarcastic laugh when I see the poor 
goof get out his package of “anti- 
septic” and proceed to rout the germs 
from his mouth, throat or other cav- 
ities, as provided in the circular, His 
education is frightfully expensive, but 
probably he enjoys paying for it. From 
some of the impassioned letters I have 
received I gather that some people do 
derive a huge satisfaction out of the 
fancy that- their particular customs 
or habits keep them “immaculate.” 
The habitual use of alleged antiseptic 
fotions, to which many unsophisticated 
customers have been educated, is akin 
to the bathing obsession,.though some- 
times the antiseptic vendor assures 
customers that a dash of the magic 
stuff will do away with the need of 
a bath if one’s social demands give 
no time for the latter rite. 

Recent carefully conducted 
made by F. E. Rodriguez, D. D.'5., 
of the dental corps, United 
army. led te these conclusions:

The 5 per cent mecurochrome so- 
lution in alcohol and the mercuro- 
chrome alcohol acetone preparations 
possess decided advantages over the 
aqueous solution, but fail in too large 
a proportion of cases to be consid- 
ered effective in surface disinfection 
of the oral mucous membrane. 

8. Iodine in dilutions of 3.5 per 
cent and even in 1.75 per cent 
strength, preferably in glycerin, is an 
effective germicide from the stand- 
point of surface disinfection of the 
oral mucous membranes. 

A mixture of equal quantities of 
tincture of iodin (U.S.P.) and glyc- 
érin makes the 3.5 per cent strength, 
for the standard strength of tincture 
of iodin is 7 per cent. This mixture 
is all right for an occasional applica- 
tion to the gums or other parts of 
the lining of the mouth, but it would 
be too strong, too ck, ig for fre- 
quently repeated application. If one 
wishes to use iodin daily as an antt- 
septic in the mouth, it would be better 
to dilute the 3.5 per cent mixture 
with another equal quantity of glycer- 
in. which would give a 1.75 per 
cent iodin strength. Probably one 
with chronie gingivitis, pyorrhea or 
other mouth infection should apply 
this 1.75 per cent -iodin only once 
each ulternafe day at first. * Many 
azo a wise physician-dentist 
taught that the application of a very 
similar glycerin-tincture-iodin mixture 
to the gums of children’s mouths once 
a month would prevent tooth decay. 
The simplest may to prepare this 1.70 
per cent mixture would be to mix one

spite of the fact that this year~has 
been a highly unfavorable year for 
cotton culture, while last year was 
exceptionally favorable. 
Put 46 Men in Field. 

As soon as he reached the conclu- 
sion that a mistake had been mace in 
the estimate for Georgia, Commissioner 
Talmadge put 46 men in the field to 
trave] into every county in Georgia 
and obtain sworn’. statements from 
well-informed cotton men concerning 
the probable yield. These agents turned 
in 1,423 reports which are stacked 
high on the commissioner's desk and 
which represent the first attempt to 
make a real, tangible estimate of the 
cotton crop. Based on these figures, 
Commissioner Talmadge estimates the 
probable crop at 841,000 bales, or 
919.000 less than the government es- 
timate. : 

Commissioner Talmadge also points 
out the disastrous effect a mistaken 
estimate by the government will have 
on the price of cotton. 

Statement By Talmadge. 

‘I'he statement of Commissioner Tal- 
madge is as follows: 

“The official report of the federal 
bureau estimated the Georgia cotton 
1,060,000 bales. 
When I compared these figures with 
the estimate of. last year’s crop com- 
piled by the same bureau, which was 
1,100,000 bales, my suspicions were 
immediately aroused that the federal 
bureau had made a great mistake for 
either. last year’s crop or this years

“When the crop is overestimated 
the price is depressed until the trade 
shortage of the crop is realized. . 
“For the past 10 days I have had

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BY C. M. M’MILLAN. 


A group of Kmory professors are 
working on apparatus: whith, they 
believe, will revolutionize the work in 
determining causes of diseases. The 
speed of diagnoses. and tests will .be 
enormously increased, it is said. 

Dr. J. L. McGhee, head of the bio- 
chemical research laboratories of 
Emory; Frances Parker and Dr. 
am T. Louis, assistants, and Dr. 
Frank J. Studer: and Newton Under- 
wood, of the physics department, com- 
pose the group. They have been work- 
ing for several months on these instru- 
ments, which were displayed during 
the convention of the Interstate Post- 
Graduate Medical Assembly of North 
America, recently held in Atlanta. 


The principal disease used for ex- 
perimentation is anaemia, an ailment 
which is prevalent chiefly in the in- 
dustrial mills of Georgia, and caused 
by the shortage of red corpuscles in 
the blood composition. ‘ 

The main object of these researches 
is the prevention of anaemia on fthe 
basis of experimentation from a chem- 
ical standpoint. Dr. McGhee believes
